is so practical and, therefore, fix ed, centered and just normal, thn'J» 
he does nothing ex cept use what the dreamer gives him to utilize. 
Accordingly we have such practical statements as this which ap­ 
pears in a recent week ly paper: “ If ‘universal cooperation,’ that 
is political cooperation, is the evolution of human society, then the 
time will come wljen all nations will disappear in one great nation. 
Such political cooperation is impossible. Such a cooperation would 
result in an 'age of confusion’ indeed! Certainly there can be and 
is universal commercial and economic cooperation consistent with 
national safety and welfare; but never universal political cooper­ 
ation. 
Such an idea is neither rational nor sensible. 
It illus­ 
trates how nebulous and visionary are many of the international 
dreamers who talk in the clouds abiyut ‘moral leadership’ and ‘rare 
opportunity’.’’ 
This writer must have been studying the argum ents of those 
men who were practical, and believed in state rights, and were 
opposed to the political cooperation of the states, and criticized 
the “nebulous’ and “visionary" ideas of those dream ers whose 
ideas are embodied in the United States of America, the wealthiest 
and most practical nation oil the face ol' the earth because its 
Euisons and Fords k eep on dreaming.

A recent visit to this court, at a 
time when two girls were before the 
judge as juvenile delinquents, prov­ 
ed that the officers are most kindly 
and courteous in their dealings with 
those who have done wrong. 
There 
was a marked absense of the spirit 
th a t would show lack of appreciation 
of the many factors tha t are respon­ 
sible for such wrong doing. Questions 
were asked in a m an n er that did hot 
suggest that those in the court room 
were intent upon proving to the ac­ 
cused that they were wholly respon­ 
sible for their mistakes. 
Representatives of the Child Wel­ 
fare Board of the county were pre­ 
sent, and information in their pos­ 
session assured them th at these two 
girls were not the only ones in t h e 
city who have been delinquent, for 
gathered facts prove th a t 
the 
con­ 
ditions in this city are such that girls 
are endangered by the influences tlw'j. 
are brought to bear upon them. With 
due knowledge of the prevalence of 
these influences, the representatives 
of the Child Welfare Board were not 
inclined to take the attitu d e th a t the 
whole weight of responsibility rest d 
upon those who were present In coni' 
under the charge of delinquency. 
But the thing that impressed those 
who were present at 
the 
hearing 
more than any th in g else was the fact 
th a t the girls 
w'ere 
w ithout 
true 
friends. 
Young men 
who had ac­ 
companied them on their excursions 
and had taken them to dances in dif­ 
ferent parts of the county were in ­ 
tent upon shielding themselves from 
any blame for the u n fo rtu n ate s i t u a ­ 
tion in which the girls found th em ­ 
selves. 
The evidence submitted was 
strangely inconsistent, and when on * 
witness affirmed th a t 
another 
had 
been one of the company attending a 
dance, the one who had been identi­ 
fied as having been present denied 
that he was there, when he took the 
stand. 
Information requested by tho 
County attorney 
was

forthcoming and the witnesses show ­ 
ed a careful consideration of the evi­ 
dence submitted so that they niigh’ 
be in no way involved as contributor 
to the delinquency of 
those

If girls, who are inclined 
to think th a t the fellows with whom 
they associate on questionable ou t­ 
ings are real friends, had the opp or 
tu nity of seeing just how much they 
may expect from them when the time 
comes th a t they need friends, they 
would be more careful in selecting

fact th a t girl* are quite ready to r e ­ 
cept the company of men whom th- * 
don’t know and to ride in cars whon°
